The valiant juggernaut of the Allied Nations, the might of powerful land, sea and air 
forces, battering at defense lines of the Axis partners from the Munda jungles in the 
central Solomons in the Southwest Pacific, t i the Sicilian strongholds off the toe of Italy 
and the Nazi bastions in the Orel sector of the Russian battlefront, pounded home death- 
dealing punches during the past twenty-hours. 
Crack Hermann Goaling Divisions of the once mighty German Army crumbled before 
the onslaught of the British Eighth Army as they were driven out of Catania on the w est 
coast of Sicily. Canadians pounded forward in central Sicily while along the north coast 
General Patton’s Yankee warriors rushed closer to the port of Messina, the last corridor 
of escape for the battered foe.

U.S. MAY CHARGE 
OPERATORS FOR 
RUNNING MINES

damage suits against the govern­ 
ment for seizing the coal mines 
during the recent strikes brought 
from Secretary Ickrs on Thursday

SEEK HUSBAND 
IN HUMAN TORCH 
DEATH OF WIFE 


Indiana.

(AP)—A 
story of unrestrained horror was told 
by Sheriff J. Clair Irvin today as 
he reconstructed the "human torch” 
murder of 19-year old Edna Reeger 
Sink Tuesday night near her Brush 
Valley home. 
As his deputies continued a search 
for Blair Sink. 31, the young woman’s 
husband, who disappeared shortly 
after her death. Sheriff Irvin pieced 
together the physical evidence of 
the crime. 
Mrs. Sink was found dead along 
a road, not far from a burned auto 
mobile. 
Clothing had been burned 
from her body and she had five bul­ 
let wounds. 
"Indications are," the sheriff said 
"that the driver of the car tried 
twice to wreck the machine by 
crashing it at high speed into trees 
Mrs. Sink and her son. William. 2 
were both in the car at that time 
Son at Neighbor’s 
"Apparently Mrs. Sink partially 
averted the crash by seizing the 
steering 
wheel. 
When 
the 
car 
stopped she leaped out and fled 
The condition of the body indicated 
that the killer caught up with her 
threw her to the ground, choked 
her and beat her head with stones 
until she became insensible. 
Then 
he dragged the unconscious woman 
back to within 25 feet of the car, 
saturated both the woman and the 
car with two cans of kerosene and 
set them afire. 
"Later the killer returned and 
fired five shots into Mrs Sink s body 
from a 
22-caliber rifle. 
Findings 
by Coroner E. L. Fleming indicated 
the woman was still nltve when 
these shots were fired, although un­ 
doubtedly so badly Injured she would 
have died. 
“It was apparently after these 
things had occurred and sometime 
shortly after midnight that the 2- 
year old son was left at the home 
of a neighbor.” 
Sheriff Irvin said four searching 
parties had scoured the hills of Indi­ 
ana comity without finding trace 
of the missing husband.

Two Youths Killed

A 15-year-old Chambersburg boy was instantly killed and 
his companion, also of Chambersburg, aged 17, was fatally 
injured as a result of a hit-and -run accident at 3 o’clock last 
Friday morning, three miles east of Gettysburg on the Lin­ 
coln highway.
